FOUR MILLIONS FOR 
DOMINION RAILWAYS 


Estimates For This Department Wass. 
ed By House ©f Commo jew 
uebec Bridge Wili Cost $17,000,. 
N.T.R. wit Be Completed 

Before Bridge. 


Ottawa, Feb. 4.—An air 6f quietule 
which was in strong contrast to the 
excitement of Thursday over the 
naval bill, marked the proceedings 'n 
the House of Commons today. After 
a brief discussion of Canada’s con- 
tribution of $50,000 to the sufferers 
from the floods of Paris, the House 
went into supply on the estimates 
of the railway department, on which 
good headway was made. Before the 
adjournment at midnight all the rail- 
way department estimates with the 
exception of the $27,000.000 voted™for 
the N.T.R., were passed, the total 
amount voted being over four millioa 
dollars. 

When the vote for one million dol- 
lars came under discussion in the 
committee of supply, Hon. George P. 
Graham in reply to a question ut 
by Richard Blain, of Peel, said that 
in all, over three million dollars had 
been paid to the Phoenix Bridge com- 
pany, but the government was 
sponsible. 

R. L. Borden wanted to know where 
the ultimate responsibilit ywas to be 
found. 

Mr. Graham said there wa reason 
to fear that the government would not 
be able to enforce the clause in its 
agreement providing tor penalties. 
The Phoenix Bridge company, with 
which the contract was made, was not 
the Phoenix ron Works of Philadel- 
phia, but a subsidiary company cre- 
ated with the purpose of undertak- 
ing this particular work. He had not 
great hope of collecting anything from 
the company itself, but the metal in 
the river was an ‘asset. 

Mr. Houghton Lennox said that it 
was evident that the company was 
not a real company, because it got 
behind with its interest to the bank, 
the government paying the arrears. 

Mr. Graham informed the House 
that the bridge will cost seventeen 
million dollars. The N.T.R. railway 
will be completed before the bridge.

St. John, N.B., Feb, 1— St. John ami 
its people, and indeed al! New Bruns- 
wick, are very enthusia-tic over the 
prospects of Canada’s 1) minion exhi- 
bition, to be held here Sopiember 5-14. 
The sixty thousand dolars in federal, 
provincial and civie grants is assuring 
success and elaborate plans are in 
hand for the enlargement of facilities, 
and securing still greater industrial, 
agricultural, live stock «md amuse- 
ment attractions, Mr, H. J. P. Good, 
of Toronto, has been appointed man- 
ager. Mr. Good ia an associate o! 
the Toronto fair management, a pub- 
licity man of the Queen city, and has 
been connected with Dominion fairs in 
various parts of the country. His 
appointment to the St. John position 


commendations of Hon, G. P. Graham, 
minister of railwayae, Sir J. P.Whitney, 
premier of Ontario, Dr. Orr, of the To- 
ronto exhibition and others. 

The visit of E, Blake Rcbertson, of 
Ottawa, to St. John this last week has 
had to do with important matters con- 
cerning immigration facilities at this 
port. Mr. Robertson is assistant su- 
perintendent of immigration for the 
Dominion and as a result of his visit 
the entire system of handling immi- 
grants here willl ‘be changed. The con- 
ditions which have erisen at this port 
accentuate the growing importance to 
Canada of its immigration department. 
Not only have the facilities at Sand 
Point been outgrown, but it is now 
found necessary to provide separate 
quarters, so that those who are de- 
tained beeause of lack of funds, or for 
other causes than iliness, shall not be 
housed with those who are ‘being held 
over because of physical disabilities. 
Extensive changes wil] be nade in the 
immigration quarters, work » shortly 
to be commenced, Immigration traf- 
fic through Canada at this port wil 
this year reach a vecor! mark, Steam- 
ers are leaving neweoners here at the 
rate of from four to s\x hundred per 
trip, and long train Joads of new set- 
tlers en route from this port to west- 
ern destinations are a common sight. 

A young clergyman of the Church of 
England, Rev, H. A. Cody, M.A.,whose 
parochial work in New Brunswick mis- 
sionary effort in the Yukon, and liter- 
ary poetic efforts, have already at- 
tracted attention, preacied his initial 
sermon in his new eharge, St. James 
church, St. John, on Sunday, Jan, 23. 
Rev. Mr, Cody is regarded as one of 


{the rising young clergymen of the Ang- 


liean church in Canada. 

The development of coal deposits at 
Grand Lake, near the St. John river, 
between Fredericton and St. John city, 
has been most marked within the last 
year, and several separate syndicates 
of capitalists are interesting them- 
selves in the acquisition of properties 
in this belt. Labor troubles and other 
difficu'ties at more distant sources of 


supply, have forced the Grand Lake 
coul areas into the limelight, with 
very satisfactory results. This has 


spurred owners to greater effort in out- 
put. Twice as much coal is now being 
mined as a year ago. The qualities of 


coe! Ciscovered in the Grand Lake 
: district have prove so excellent that 
the C. P. R. authorities are testing 


it with a view to using it in their 
locomotives. The I. C. R. and New 
Brunswick Southern Railway  com- 
panies are already using this pro- 
duct. 

Another section o} New Brunswick 
enjoying development is Hillsboro, in 
Albert county, where gypsum is quar- 
ried. Last year was a most prosperous 
one with this industry, over 86,000 tons 
of crude gypsum being teken from the 
quarries, and shipped to American 
ports, whilst 125,000 barrels of plaster 
were sent broadcast over the Domin- 
ion, Halisboro is growing, and new 
public buiidings of stone,besides com- 
mercial and residential structures are 
in process of erection or in prospect. 

To erect, equip #n Operate a sugar 
refinery at St. John at a cost of $2,- 
000,000, the refinery to employ 390 
persons, and to manufacture 3,000 bar- 
rels of sugar per day, is the story of 
the city’s latest important new indus- 
try deal, expected to take pravica 
shape in a few months. The rofine ry 
is to be situated at the southern end 
of the city, on the harbor front, and 
a special water supply system will be 
laid jor its use, 

The annual statement of L. R. R 188, 
terminal superintendent of the Inter- 
colonial railway, shows that the busi 
tess hancled at this port by the gov- 
ernment railway during 1909 notably 
increased in freight tonnage, ircight 
earnings and ticket earnings. Grain 
shipments through the I. €. R. ele- 
vator also exceeded those of former 
years. Supt. Ross claims that the 
increase in the track room in St. Joha 
hes been found inadequate, so much 
so, in vact, that cars were held at 
different points along the line, wait.

THE MAKING OF THE EMPIRE. 


The ollowing essay was contribut- 
ed by Mrs. Hislop at the last meeting 
of the Misanusk Chapter of the Daugh- 
ters of the Empire :— 

The subject is so immense that it is 
almost impossible, in the short time 
at our disposal to deal with anything 
but generalities. 

We are asked to consider the causes 
and influences of Britain’s greatness, 
—the greatness of that empire on 
which the sun never sets; the most 
cosmopolitan empire the world has 
ever seen, where people of all colors, 
races and creeds own the sway of Bri- 
tain, and are grateful for the protec- 
tion of Britain’s flag. 

In the beginning our English fore- 
fathers conquered the Britons, the 
Picts and Scots; and having van- 
quished these enemies, and being still 
full of the lust of battle, the various 
tribes fought among themselves wntil 
they finally united under Alfred the 
Great, to oppose a conmmon foe—the! 
Danes, 

Thus to Alfred, king of the West] 
Saxons, we owe our real beginning of 
the United Kingdom, also the ‘begin- 
ning of the British army and the Brit- 
ish navy; for he realized that owing 
to its isolated position Britain must 
have ships, and consequently to him 
we owe the present naval supremacy 
of Britain, 

The Norman conquest in 1066 marks 
the beginning of Britain’s greatness in 
learning and im power. The conquest 
of Wales and Seotland by Edward 1., 
and Edward II, with the assimilation 
of these countries and the conquest of 
Ireland at a later date formed the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 


Treland. This secomplished, the sove- 
reign was free to conquer other 
worids. 


In later days when the Spanish and 
the Duteh each beasting great naval 
power, were suevessfully vanquished, 
the wisdom of Alfred’s naval policy 
Was seen. And the dauntless energy 
end determined spinit of men like Ra- 
leigh, Drake, Huson, Hawkins, Fro- 
bisher and a score of others, still hear- 
ing the call of the sea, out to 
explore the new land discovered by 
Columbus and later by the Cabots and 
in most cases the results were good 

The cesive for personal freedom and 
adventure which induced these men 
to leave their homes to seek new Inds 
has broadened out into a desire for! 
national freedom and tolerance,

Thus, what one part of the empire 
lacks, another part can supply; what 
the mother country lacks some of her! 
colonies can supply in exchange for 
something which Britain may have 
in excess; but In order that these 
commodities may be exchanged safely 
and securely the peacefulness of the 
seas must be maintained, 

The spirit of colonization has always’ 
been strong in the English peop. 
From the time when the Saxons caine 
with their wives and families and ail 
their household goods to make their, 
homes in England; when the stubborn 
Britons had to be driven off the land 
before they themselves could possess 
it, the English nation has been # co!-, 
onizer., And just here we see the point 
which makes British colonies a sue- 
cess the word over—the settlers love 
their adopted land and make their 
homes in it, and where the home is, 
there ie the heart also. Thus it is 
not surprising that in 1587 Virginia! 
was settled by Englishmen; that 1620 
saw the landing of the Pilgrim Fath- 
ers on the New England shore and 
that 1812 saw the beginning of settle- 
ment in Western Canada when Lord 
Selkirk estyblishad a colony in Mani- 
toba, 

In a somewhat similar manner, at 
a laier Wate, South Africa, parts of 
Australia, and New Zealand were col- 
onized and Canada, after the conquest 
was settled by people from the moth- 
erland, who desired to make new 
homes for themselves and their child 
ren,
